The Players of the Famous Game 


Will be Interested in Read- 


ing Something About It. 


Whist was originally called "whisk," 


by which latter name it is spoken of in 
'•Taylor's Motto," published in 1821. It 
was first spelled "whist," so far as known, 
by Butler in the second part of his "Hu- 
dibras," published in 1603. It is gener- 
ally accepted that, whichever way it was 
spelled, the name was derived from the 
idea of silence or close attention, which 
the game rertainly requires. 


"The winds with wonder wh'.i,!, 
Smoothly the waters kissed.'' 


There is a fair basis for the claim made 


by its devotees that whist is the most in- 
tellectual of all games. 
It has been 


urged that, as there is no element of 
chance in the proper playing of chess, 
that science is not correctly classified 
among games. Butiu whist chance does 
enter into the playing, although the in- 
tellect and skill of the player count for 
much. At chess a single trial of skill 
may last the entire evening, keeping the 
brain on a continuous stretch, while at 
whist a baud lasts but a few minutes, 
and one may play fifty hands during the 
evening, none of which are at all alike 
and all requiring active memory, close 
and keen observation and sound judg- 
ment. Sometimes boldness and daring 
will carry the day, while, on the other 
hand, caution, evinced in foiethought. 
and wisdom, applied to practice, will be 
found more efficacious. 


There are live different kinds ot whist 


known to history, namely : Long whist, 
counting honors, a game that is now al- 
most obsolete; short whist, counting 
honois, which is still popular iu England; 
short whist, not counting honors, which 
is the ijopnlar form of the game in Amer- 
ica and in France ; dummy whist and 
double dummy whist, which find favoi 
aleo in this coun'ry and in France. "Ac- 
cording to Hoyle" isa phrase much used, 
referring to the first great authority on 
whist, whose book appeared in 1743. Bui 
as long whist is no longer played except 
by persons who cultivate eccentricity, 
the phrase is somewhat out of date. The 
American game of whist, as formulated 
officially by the "Washington Club," 
limits the score to five points and makes 
no reckoning of honors. English visitors 
to this country are often heard to say 
that they prefer American whist to the 
game as it is played in the London clubs 
where honors are still counted, though 
Iloyle's origiual score of ten points has 
been red uc'ed to live 
It is obvious thai 


iu the English form of the game tho ele- 
ment of chance predominates, seeing thai 
four out ol the live points required to be 
made to win may all be held in one hand, 
leaving only one fifth of the points to be 
gained by skillful playing. American 
whist is, therefore, a far more severe in- 
tellfctual exercise. 


The literature of whist throws much 


interesting light on its origin and evolu- 
tion. It was developed, no doubt, from 
the old game of the sixteenth century 
called "triumph" or "trump." 
This 


^ame was called by its first players "ruff 
and honors." Its leading feature was 
that one particular suit had the predom- 
inance of the other three iu the game, 
and so became the triumph (or trump) 
cards 
T 
* 
At that period there was a mania for 


caid playing in all parts ot Europe and 
in all classes of society, but whist had 
not as yet found favor in the highest 
circles. 
Piquet, ombre and quadrille 


were the principal games of the fashion- 
able world. But about 1728 the game of 
whist rose out of its comparative ob- 
scurity aud won the favor of society. 
Fifteen years later (1743) the celebrated 
Edmond Hoyle published his famous 
"Short Treatise." He also gave private 
lessons in whist and advertised that be 
had "fram'd an artificial memory, which 
takes not off your attention from your 
game, and, if required, he is ready to 
communicate it, upon payment of one 
guinea." In the middleof the eighteenth 
century whist was regularly played in 
fashionable society. In "Tom Jones," 
Lady Bellaston, Loid Fellamar and oth- 
ers are represented as indulging in a 
rubier. In an apic poem on "Whist," 
by Alexander Thomas, 0-781,1 the shade 
of Hoyle was thus invoked : 
"Conn1, 1 lien, my i'rioiut, my tciiehc-r und my 


guide, 


Where'er thy sluidowy Khcwt miiy now reside, 
Perhaps, (for Nature every eluitige defies, 
Xor e\ 'n with death our ruling passion dies;) 
With fond regret it hover* still, unseen, 
Around the tempting boards array'd i" (,'reen; 
Still with delight its lav'nte tfame rf\v:irds. 
And, tho' it plays no more, o'erlooks th' eardb." 


The game must have had great intrin- 


sic merit or it would not have been the 
preferred pastime of so many of the 
leading men of the last two canturies. 
Men thoroughly opposed to gambling 
have held whist in high esteem. It is 
not a uame that is v\ell suited for gam- 
bling purposes, though, of course, it has 
been and can be made the basis for gam- 
bling. It is said, indeed, that the change 
from Hoyle's original long game of ten 
points to the shorter game ot five points 
was first made in order to give a certain 
Lord Peterborough, who had one night 
lost a large sum of money at the whist 
table, a chai ce to cover his loss more 
quickly. But of all the great games it 
is unquestionably the least liked by 
gamesters. It is essentially the game of 
scholars, wits and philosophers. It lias 
probably furnished amusement to more 
clergymen than any other indoor diver- 
sion. John Wesley, the founder of the 
Methodist church, was particularly fond 
of the game as a student at college, 
though after his conversion he renounced 
cards altogether. A former Bishop of 
Exeter, (Dr. 'Puillpotts,) and a former 
dean of St.*Paul's, (Dr. Milraan.) were 
two eminent modern examples of a nu- 
merous body of churchmen who play 
whist with great expertness and keen 
enjoyment. Edgar Allan l?oe remarks 
that "men of the highest order of intel- 
lect have been known to take an appar- 
ently uuaccouutiibla delight in it, while 
eschewing chess as frivolous." 
And he 


adds his opinion that "the best cliesa 
player in Christendom may be little more 
than ill" best player of chess, but pro- 
ficiency in whist implies "capacity for 
siu'cets in all thosj more important un- 


dertakings where mind struggles with 
mind." 


Charles Lamb's ideas of tbo game are 


recorded in his famous sketch of old 
Sarah Battle, "who, next to her devo- 
tions, loved a good game of whist." Her 
delight was "a clear fire, a clean hearth 
and the rigor of the game," and Charles 
Lamb was a kindred spirit. It lias been 
well said that the game not only tests 
the mental powers, but tries the temper 
of every one who plays it. Bulwer Lyt- 
ton sajs that "the best-tempered people 
in the,world grow snappish at vdiist,aud 
1 have seen the most testy aud peevish 
in ordinary affairs of life bear their losses 
with the stoicism of Epictetus." 
It 


brings into play all the elements of good 
nature, if one has them. It requires not 
only strength, but amiability of charac- 
ter to win at whist and be modest about 
it, to put up with theshortcomingsof an 
unskillful partner, or with the irritating 
criticisms of a peevish one, or to lose 
game after game without feeliug, or", at 
any rate, without showing, pique. The 
current revival of whist, therefore, may 
be viewed with satisfaction, for to play 
it with skill is both an irrtellectual and a 
moral discipline.—Balto. Kim. 


HOW THE PRESIDENT IS 


ELECTED. 


The exact procedure of a Presidential 


election is known to comparatively few 
people, and a recitation of the principal 
points is always worth while. 


The election takes place on the first 


Tuesday after 
the first Monday in 


November. 


The vote is for electors, the number 


of whom in each State must equal the 
whole number of Kepresentatives and 
Senator!! from each State in Congress. 


The electors are required by the Con- 


stitulion to meet in their respective 
Slates upon the same day, and Con- 
gress has de?reed the second Monday in 
January following the election as the 
date. 


The electors vote sepaiately for Presi- 


denl and Vice President (one of whom, 
at least, shall not be from the same 
State as the elpcto.), aud the list of 
votes, after being signed, certified and 
sealed, is transmitted to Washington, 
directed to the President of the Senate. 


Congress is required to be in session 


for counting the ballots of the electors 
upon the second Wednesday in the fol- 
lowing February, the President of the 
Senate opening the certificates in the 
presence of the Senate and House of 
Representatives jointly assembled. 


A majority of the electoral votes 


elects the President and likewise the 
Vice President. 


If no one has a majority, the election 


goes to the House of Representatives, 
the. three (or two) candidates having the 
highest number or the electorial votes 
being voted upon by States. 
Bach 


State 1ms one vote. There must be two- 
thirds of the representation from each 
State present for a quorum aud a major- 
ity of States elect the president. 


If the House of Representatives fails 


to choose a President before the next 
March the 4th, the Vice President acts 
AS President. 


The Vice President will have been 


elected previously, in all human proba- 
bility, because if he has not been named 
by a majority of the electoral votes at 
the joint session of Congress, the Sen- 
ate is diiecled to select him by majority 
vote from the two highest numbers on 
the original electoral list, a two-thirds 
quorum being required for this alone'. 


Beyond the provision of the Constitu- 


tion, an act of the Forty-ninth Congress 
covers all proceedings in case of dispute 
and also fixes the Presidential succession 
in the emergency pf death, resignation, 
and disability in the following order: 
Secretary of State, Treasury, War, At- 
torney General, Postmaster General, 
Secretary of the Xavy and Interior. 
But this acting President must have 
been approved by the Senate as cabinet 
officer, and within constitutional re- 
quirements for Presdential eligibility. 
He is compelled to convene Congress 
immediately and with 20 days' notice. 


Haiuia at the Capital. 


Expected to Outline McKinley's Views oil 


Mr. Hanua Las been in'Washington 


looking after the local arrangements for 
the inauguration, but chiefly, it ia believ- 
ed, to convey to the leading Republican 
Senators and Representatives most ot 
whom will have arrived by that time, 
the outlines of the policy with respect to 
legislation which Mr. McKinley and him- 
self desire carried out. 


Some of the Republican leaders in 


Congress have already talked with Mr. 
[Ianmi and Mr. McKinley, and it is upon 
the information which they brought 
away with them that the announcement 
has been made in these dispatches that 
no attempt was likely to be made at the 
short session to enact revenue-raising 
legislation, inasmuch as the Dingley bill 
was unsatisfactory even if it waa practi- 
cable to pass it, and that the next Con" 
gress would be called in extra session as 
soon after tbeinauguration as practicable 
to pass a general tariff bill on the lines of 
the McKinley act of 1800, but with low- 
er rates. 


Chairman Dmgley, of the Ways and 


Means Committee, is expected to go to 
Canton to talk with Mr. McKinley about 
a general tariff bill, and then to begin 
active work upon it, ao that the bill may 
be ready as soon after inauguration as 
possible. 


If for lack of a working majority in 


the Senate or for any other reason the 
Republicans should be unable to carry 
a tariff bill through in the next Con- 
gress, Mr. McKinley would feel that 
he had done his duty and would appeal 
to the country upon the strength of bis 
effort to get such legislation as be be- 
lieves is desired.

Toeing a 


Freight 


/«ji NE of the most peculiar and one of 
w||? the most iuterestiiiR wanderers 
IT over the face of the earth is a 
runaway freight car; and it is about as 
diflicult an act to get it back home again 
as to restore to ils fellows any other 
nomad you may mention. And the i un- 
away car has about aa many interesting 
experiences during its queer truancy as 
the wanderers of any other claaa. 


I knew of one such car, No. 0 18-4, 


which left its home on the 22d of Feb- 
luary in the year 1883 and remained a 
persistent and stubborn runaway until 
the 3d of March, 1895. Anil what a 
jauni. it had! It was almost continually 
wandering all these many months. It 
visited nearly all the principal cities of 
the United States; it roamed over nearly 
all the middle, eastern and south Atlan- 
tic coast States; it passed through all 
kinds at weather and was exposed to the 
trying changes of all manner of climates. 
It carried all sorts ol provisions iu its big 
larder — golden wheat from the vast 
prairie reaches of the Northwest, yellow 
corn from the rich fields of the Mississip- 
pi valley, melons and oranges and bana- 
nas from the South, big, sound, rosy 
Canadian apples from the far North— 
these and many a manufactured article, 
drawn from the mills of the mother East 
to her daughters in the West, did the 
wandering car bear safely to and fro. 


Some days it took a rest and stayed on 


some 
convenient siding 
ior twen- 


ty-four hours, waiting for a chance to 
unload its freight and be off again to 
new scenes. It did not stay long in any 
one place, however, but kept up a pretty 
lively pace and by the time it reached its 
own home, bruised and scarred and 
maimed and weather-beaten and longing 
for a fresh coat of paint to mend the 
rents made in its garb by the rain and 
the snow and the sun and the attrition 
of uuloward circumstances, :t had trav- 
eled over 20,000 miles. Its owners tiied 
often and faithfully tu induce it to re- 
turn home again, but, just as they 
thought they had their hands on it.il 
gave them the slip and was off on anoth- 
er run 1.000 miles perhaps from the yards 
it left so many months before. It bad 
so got into the roaming habit that it ap- 
parently would not or could not check 
itself. I fancy some of ttie people who 
took it for their own uses were as much 
to blame as the car, for railroad mana- 
gers say that their cars are often misused 
and kept away from home for long per- 
iods when they should have been prompt- 
ly returned to them on the completion 
of their journey. Indeed, one of the 
most perplexing problems of modern 
railroad life, and one which attracts an- 
nual attention at the meeting of the na 
tional association of car accountants, 
whose business is to keep watch and 
waid of the cars of their companies, is 
found in the persistent disposition of 
some railroad officers to neglect to return 
borrowed cars. 


Our runaway car, which is like many 


another in the extent ot its wanderings, 
got awa> from ils owners in a "wholly 
decorous and unsuspicious manner on 
the 22d of February, 1893 
Its due was 


to haul a load of flour from Minneapolis 
to Boston. When it should be through 
with this duty its business was to go 
home again by the straightest possible 
route, but here it made a mistake, and 
then began a long period of truancy, 
It belonged to the "Soo'' Railroad, one 
of the large Western roads, and wheu It 
reached the end of. its company's lines at 
Sault Ste. Marie at the foot ot Lake Su- 
perior, where the water of this mighty 
inland sea spills over its bounds and 
pours down the swift St. Marys on its 
way to the east, it wheeled onto the 
tracks of the Canadian Pacific road and 
from the Soo it went on through Canada 
to Montreal, where it crossed the St. 
Lawrence and passed on down through 
the State of New York and so on to 
Boston. 
— 


It would have been better for the car 


if it bad turned about and had come 
home by the same route it bad left, but 
the owners of (he car, not wishing to be 
insistent and yielding to the generally 
accepted custom, were willing it should 
be used by some other road, providing it 
was safely returned without undue delay 
Out of such willingness as this has 
grown up an enormous and in some 
ways unwieldy and unsatisfactory traf- 
fic, the railroads in one section of the 
country permitting the use of their cars 
by lines iu all other sections of the coun- 
try; and so you may see, wherever you 
may be between the oceans, cars whose 
conspicuous trade marks or whose clear 
lettering shows that they are hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of miles from head- 
quarters. Any road which uses anoth- 
er's cars, however, pays for the use. 
The payment is wholly a matter of hon- 
or, however, and if one road should want 
to evade full and honest payment it could 
easily do so, for the loaning road must 
depend upon the borrowing line for fig- 
ures as to how far the car has tiaveled. 
The fact that some roads are not so 
punctilious in this matter as they might 
be adds another element to the perplex- 
ing problem before referred to. 


The roads charge each other six-tenths 


of a cent per mile of distance traveled as 
a rental for the cars. This is for the 
common freightbusiness; forrefrigerator 
cars for carrying perishable wares, three- 
quarters -of a cent is charged. This 
seems such a small amount to pay, one 
that really isn't worth taking into con- 
sideration, but when one remembers that 
there are considerably over a million 
freight cars in the United States, that 
they travel a billion miles a month— 
twelve billion miles a year, a distance 
far beyond human comprehension—and 
that they earn over sixty-seven millions 
of dollars annually by just this insig- 
nificant part of a cent per mile, then, 
indeed, it gives one a new idea of the 
magnitude of this department of a won- 
derful business, a fresh view of the im- 
mense possibilities of what might be 
called progressive minutiae. 


When our runaway car got into Bos- 


ton it was taken in hand by a represen- 
tative of the New York Centra! Rail- 
road, who, as is the custom all over the 
United States, sent back at once to the 
office of the company iu Minneapolis— 
after beading the car for New York 
city—what is known as a junction card, 
a card about the size of an ordinary DOS' 
tal card, used in railway business to no- 


tify the road owning a straying car who 
has appropriated it. 
These junction 


cards are important factors in tins de 
partment of railway business. There is 
probably no more intricate department 
in all the vast complex railway system 
than this one having for its duties the 
treeing and care of cars. The junction 
card enables the company owning the 
car to tell every day iu the year ou what 
line the car is running; and it also serves 
as a guide in charging up to the com- 
pany which has taken the amount of 
mileage which that company should pay 
for the use of the car. 


If a road had ten thousand of cars off 


from its line at once the car accountant 
would be able to tell you at any time on 
what particular line any particular car 
you might Osk for was located. In- 
deed, he could go still further than this, 
he could tell you at any hour of the day 
or night between what two tiny railroad 
stations any car of the whole ten thou- 
eand was rumbling along, or where it 
was standing if it had gono outo a sid- 
ing. 


When a car is added to a great rail- 


road system it is given a number which 
it keeps as long as it lives. This num- 
ber is entered in a historical record 
book, where the main events ia the life 
of the car during its history are record- 
ed, together with its size, capacity, cost, 
and so on, with the name of the builder. 
A wide column is left for remarks as to 
the more eventful episodes in the life of 
the car. 
Should it become wrecked or 


injured in any way the details of the 
accident are ser down. If it be badly 
wrecked the Humes are set to work 
about it and all the woodwork is destroy- 
ed in order that the iron of the car may 
be saved. So in the caee of an old and 
worm out car—it dies from overwurk 
and is then cremated. 


As soon as the car is sent out for 


work, whether on regular business of 
the road or in the service of another 
company, the number is entered in an- 
other large volume, called a record 
book. This book has many long and 
narrow spaces for notation, for in keep- 
ing the daily wanderings of the car it 
may travel in many regions and over 
many different lines, and all these move- 
ments from d.iy to day must be noted 
in this book. In some offices the out- 
ward bound movements of the loaded 
car are entered in black, the empty 
movements in red. This lurge book is 
a daily history of the car, and by turn- 
ing to it at any time, so minute and 
particular is the record, the car account- 
ant can at a glance locate any of his 
thousand cars. The names of the com- 
panies in whose custody the cars may be 
at any time are represented by arbitrary 
numbers which stand for the companies 
all through the transactions of this part 
of the railroad business. These num- 
bers are entered daily with the record 
of the moving car to show who has ap- 
propriat1 d it. 


Sometimes fnr some reason or other, 


the junction cards referred to above 
may not arrive regularly and the car is 
lost from sight, 


If all the railroad tracks of the sys- 


tems of the United States were placed 
end to end aud some 
scientific en- 


gineer could give us the proper trestle 
work we should have counting in the

miles long with 7,000 miles left over 
for appropriate switches at the lunar 
end of this great space aunihiUtor route 
There are 1,310,000 freight cars to do the 
heavy carrying of this great system, 
worth in round numbers $786,000 000 
Duiing a year these cars travel the enor- 
mous distance of 12,000,000,000 miles, a 
distance quite beyond the comprehen- 
sion of the astutest mathematician of 
the race. In this runaway work alone 
these cars earn for their companies $07,- 
000,000 a year, without any reference to 
the millions upon millions of dollars 
earned in handling freight. During a 
year they carry on au average 1,400,000, 
000,000 pound's of freight.—Philu, In- 
quirer,

the Mind," is "growth." The study of 
the mind begins with the child. 
Giowth 


is not only growth, but progress and re- 
dtePS. It is not only going forward, but 
going back, not only construction, but de- 
struction. 
Growth is simply a change 


which may make progress finally. It may 
go in a zigzag way. In spite of this irreg- 
ularity nature is methodical. 


Dr. Philips occupied the

was called to order by Supt. Thoman after 
r.he Directors' Association had taken the 
seats assigned them.

Henry Houck, of the State School Depart- 
ment, who entertained and edified his ap- 
preciative hearers for over an honr.

Boards of Directors was his leadinz idea, 
and from this he evolved many practical 
suggestions to Directors, among them that 
the best teachers should be employed, and, 
if competent and successful, should be re- 
tained. Don't buy useless apparatus, but 
give every school all the facilities possible 
to aid the teacher in faithfully carrying out 
the work. See that the school houses are 
comfortable and that their surroundings 
aie inviting. The speaker complimented 
the teachers on the fact that every one in 
the county was present and paid a just 
tribute to the County Superintendent for 
his faii.hfu! performance of duty. 
In re- 


sponse to a note, he said he would rather 
be excused from speaking on the Compul- 
sory School Law, and referred Directors to 
the circular issued by State Superintendent 
Schaeffer. 
He asked Directors to use their 


best judgment in ita administration.

Directors' Convention. 


DIsciiKHiiiii of Hie C<mi|mlM>ry Suliool TJIIW. 


Suggest loin )>y Co. Sniit. Thoimtn. ])(.u- 
g»t«s to Slali- Coiivunlion. 


At 10 o'clock Thursday morning about 


sixty School Directors assembled in the 
Public School building, High street., and 
organized by electing Edw. A. Weaver, 
Esq., of Gettysbuig, President, and Albert 
H. Kready, of Hamiltonban, Secretary. 


No stated progiam had been arranged 


and it was suggested that the Compulsory 
School law be taken up. 


A. M. Lochbaum, of Franklin, opened 


with the request for Tree expression ot 
opinion on the subject, which he thought 
was not fully understood by Directors, and 
hoped the discussion might result in a 
better understanding of the law. 


Paul Hersh, of New Oxford, thought 


the law would soon be a dead letter. In 
Philadelphia no attempt was made to en- 
force it, because of the want of room for 
the greatly increased number of pupils. 
He thought Directors should be governed 
by existing circumstances and if necessary 
employ legal counsel to direct them in the 
enforcement of their sworn duty. 


Edw. A. Weaver said he did not intend 


to discuss the question, but took issue with 
Mr. Hersh on the matter of the law being 
a dead letter. Comparing tbe new law 
with the ballot law when it first went into 
effect, he expressed the opinion that when 
understood and fuUy enforced it would 
work satisfactorily. 


Jacob Waybright, o'l Freedom, inclined 


to Mr. Hersb's opinion and spoke of the 


j troubles ot distance from schools, etc. 


and secured their attendance. 


Mr. Bittinger referred to the operations 


of the law regarding township lines, allow- 
ing children to attend theii nearest schools, 
and asked whether this principle applied 
in the same way to county lines. Co. 
.Supt. Thoman being present, the question 
was referred *o him. His opinion was 
that as it was a .State law this provision 
would apply to county lines in the same 
way as township divisions. 


Supt. Thoman followed at some length 


on the workings of the law. He said he 
had not arranged the customary program 
for this meeting, because he believed the 
Directors would take up what seemed to 
them most important and he was glad to 
see so deep an interest taken in this now 
prominent question, in a general inter- 
change of views by Directors. The law is 
a new departure, and it, as well as the 
Directors who are required to carry out its 
provision", are being tested. 
It should be 


respected, as great good to the system will 
be the result. Jle had visited twenty or 
more schools thus far this season, in va- 
rious parts of the county and was surprised 
and gratified to find an increase in pupils 
of from 25 to 50 per cent, lie believed it 
the solemn duty of Directors to use their 
strongest endeavors to attain the best re- 
sults; that it can be put into effective op- 
eration without serious hindrance or 
trouble, if personal and kindly effort, such 
as had been already described in the ex- 
perience of Directors, were emplryed. 
He 


deplored the had effects of parental neglect 
and indifference on this line in the past 
and trusted the law, though new and pos- 
sibly sutcepiible of improvement, would 
work good hereafter. He followed with 
an earnest appeal to Diiectors to better 
acquaint themselves with the duties of 
their oilice, and called their attention es- 
pecially to several subjects. 


First-the importance of School Boards 


Bending in their yearly report^ to him as 
early as possible, certainly not later than 
July li-t. Tlie reports must b,> examined 
arid approved by him and then sent to the 
school Department ;it Ifarri^burg. 
Cpon 


these report^ the amount of appropriation 
co each district is based and tho-e Boards 
whoue secretaries are tardy mu^t in the 
nature of the case bo delayed in receiving 
their checks. 
This often compels, the 


borrowing of money by Board^ to meet 
current expenses, all of \\hich can be 
avoided by promptness in Bending in the 
reports. 


Another matter wa^ the pro[ er u«e of 


the liberal appropriation in increasing the 
usefulness of the schools. 
I l e f j i n d t o o 


many who were u^ing a "penny v;ise, 
pound foolish" policy. It was false econ- 
omy to delay or refuse the supply of books, 
etc.; it was not fulfilling the duties of the 
office. 
The scholars are entitled by law to 


books, elates, copy books, etc , and it was 
practicing false economy to huld back 
proper supplies, simply to save a few dol- 
lars. 


Jn the matter of school buildings lie im- 


pressed the idea that Directors should be 
abreast of the times, putting up buildings 
best calculated for the comfort of teachers 
and scholars, thus making better results 
possible ; they should do better work for 
the public than they would ever do for 
themsel ves. 


He closed with the hope that the Di- 


rectors' Association would goon increasing 
in usefulness until the school system of 
our county should reach the highest point 
of usefulness attainable. 


Supt. Thoman then extended an invita- 


tion to the Association to hear Dr. Henry 
Houck, Deputy State School Superintend- 


ent, 
at the Institute in the afternoon. 


The President read a circular from the 


officers of the Slate Association of School 
Directors, asking that Adams county send 
delegates. 
It was decided to send the fol- 


lowing: Isaac If. Iltechst, Reading ; Edsv. 
A. Weaver, Esq., Gettysburg; Geo. L. 
Reardorff, Latimore ; II. Ij. Strayer, Ber- 
wick bor., and D. L. Plank, Straban. 


The following Executive Committee for 


this body was then nominated and elected:
